What bands have influenced BEGINNING OF THE 1 
END the most? When you started did you have a set idea | 
| of what you wanted the band to sound like? 

Chris: Wc didn’t have a set idea about our sound. We played I 
j (a lot) faster before, but Aga lias a lot of words to squeeze in. | 
and she couldn't ring in the way she wanted. It took about a I 
year for her to persuade Mark to slow down. She didn’t wanna I 
play just D-heat all the time too and 1 tlimk that goes for all of I 
m. The hist bits are more powerful if fbm a bu9d up to I 
them, m my opinion. It’s still interesting for me to hear the I 
demo we did fot ourselves ins? after the band got I 
together. I tV so fast, ha ha. have a couple of new wxtgs [ 


I that are six to seven minutes long - a lot more epic sounding I 
with more changes. Ihe mixture of Polish and English adds I 
some more variety the sound. I prefer the sound of the songs I 
that are in Polish, actually. Was hoping we would sound like I 
early eighties MOTOR11EAD. but somehow n didn’t quite I 
happen :) 

How would you describe your sound? I’ve seen 1 
BEGINNING OF THE END described as “Modern 
Crust Metal” and “Heavy Metallic Crust” and compared 1 
to EKKAIA and TRAGEDY. Do you think those arc ] 
accurate descriptions and comparisons? 

Chris: Yes, any of these words in any order. Guess, metal I 
I punk is what wc play. Maybe, we have some elements of that I 
sound, but we haven't set out to sound like that. The nature of 1 
I humans is to always compare things, They do and they will do 1 
i the future. If people wanna use those bands as a criterion - 
I bur enough. 

What about previous band history'? I know Chris and I 
Robert recently' played in GIVE UP ALL HOPE and 
Chris has a long historv of playing in bands like DOOM, I 
HEALTH HAZARD, BOXED IN, HIATUS etc, What | 
about other members previous bands? 

Chris: Rob played to WHITE RABBIT (Poland), Aga sang in I 
MUERI E AL IvSTADO (Poland: and Mark played ui NO 
SUBSTANCE and WHOLE IN THE HEAD (UK).

I peoples’ eves. What is a priority for me is saying loud what I 
I you really think even if you are bourn! to lose as a I 
I consequence of that In fact what you lose is life of delusion, I 
I what you win ts your real self. That’s the only way to win your I 
I life. That’s what I think... Mv lyncs are political, but you can I 
I also look at those lyrics strictly from a personal point of view, I 
I some of them have more than one meaning. I leave it up to I 
I the one who listens/reads to make a judgement, give them I 
I their own sense. I find it very interesting to hear how people I 
I understand my lyrics, I enjoy those conversations. Other I 
I peoples’ views are very refreshing and inspiring, What I 
I happens around me, events, peoples' actions all get written I

I What made you decide to release an LP for your debut I

Belgium's finest crust band show no signs of sobering up with 
a forthcoming split EP with Swedish D beaters 
\X AR VICTIMS due out soon. I've been wanting to interview 
VISIONS OF WAR for sometime now and it wasn't until l 
met Stiv when they played die 1ml 2 Club earlier this year that 
this long overdue interview was finally put into action so a big 
thanks to Stiv (vocals), D>la (vocals), Stef (guitar), Bons (bass) 
and Bis (guitar) for taking part in the interview winch was 
conducted via email. 

Can you introduce yourselves? What you do in the band? 
Ages? Favourite Drink? 

Bis, Bo Stef: ..Boris who plays bass suice 2001..Stef who is 
hinder member on lead guitar ..Bis last new comer on guitar 
dec 21X17 Yvan also new comer on drums since March/April 
2008. our favorite drinks?! itipiler(our local beer master) Jack 
Daniel Jagcimrister and Cokkka Cob for hangover., and 
whiskey.. 

Lola: Singer - 41 morning piss. 

Stiv: ..Well I’m Sttv I pined in before the first gig of VOW 
years ago, 1 already knew' Stef for a white from his Conner 
band Corpus Christi and love drove him to my hometown, so 
1 was there when VOW all started in a lil apartment with just 
one guitar and about 40 rtffs,but l was m 3 other bands at that 
tnne so it was a bit weird to get into another one, (cannot 
remember exactly cause of to much black outs at that time) 
I’m one of the shunters, drinks can \ aria from coffee (all tune 
favourite ) fupder, stronger beers like Wcstmalk, Gnmbergen, 
Uffe, Lachouffe, Gulden Draak and lately (cheers Stef) 
whiskey and coke (the drink ) and of course water with 
bubbles for the mommg afters . 

Why do you think VISIONS OF WAR have lasted so 
lung?

Stiv: . .W ell we hope tins one will stand longer then die I 
previous one’s, but tn the end 1 believe it will still renovate 
itself, should one or more decide to quit VOW, 
j What does each member bring to VISIONS OF WAR? I 
Do you all share the same expectations and aspirations 
I of what you want the band to be? 

I-ola: Some of us bring laziness, some u> fresh booze. 1 don’t I 
think we always share the same aspirations, but I guess it’s the 
wav for community, no? 1 would maybe like playing less at | 
"big” venues, doing more benefit gigs, hell 1 can’t really 
explain! 

Stiv: Ha tough one, htn I guess we'll stay DIY till we die, we I 
did a few bigger gigs lately but hell after 13 years it's not 
alwavs fun to play before 5-10 people As for aspirations 
well I'm pretty sure we want to do as much gigs,, but Belgium 
is a small country and if you play 4 gigs in a few months 



everybody saw you and dten there’s not to much interest m 
ycr band for a while, although the last few years we play again 
more gigs in Belgium, it used to be totally different years ago, 
like u seemed there was an unwritten boycott over us, anyway 
this ain't mie but it fdt like tliat, now with all these amazin' 
new bands who are our friends now we plav we more in 
Bdlgmtn (check out these nutters, SILENCE MEANS 
DEATH, LINK, LAST LEGION AIJVE, NATURE’S 
FAILURE and long standing Swedish MC rockers 
NAMENDE VERNIC1ITUNG). , 

What about the politics of the band? Do you all see 
VISIONS OF WAR as a political punk band and do you I 
all have similar political beliefs? 

Lola: l don’t think we’ve similar political views (if we have 
some!!). It’s useless for me to consider its own band like 
political or not, some political bands have some members who | 
have nothing to do wadi politics, some less political bands 
have really political members, a band is a combination of | 
individuals, lei's keeping it like this. 1 just mean a band is like a 
family, you can’t say ‘all this family is like tins or that”, people 
are diffrent even if die same blood pour m their vein, it’s 
mostly the same for a band: we’re not like twins even if we’re 
from the same scene, we’ve different sensibilities. I regret 
sometimes when people talk about a band they never include 
the people who are doing the band, we’re* sometimes 
“summaned” as “members from”, nothing else. 

Stiv: .Hell yeah we all come out of the DIY squatter scare, 
not alt of us squatted, at the moment gist Yvan,and m big 
lines we stilt do have out beliefs who really tightly fit in with 
the DIY punk scene, but I must admit tire older you get some 
crumble or you don't get that militant anymore and as for j 
some the ideals are almost totally gone 1 guess you get a lot 
more respectful tn ways cause you sec good folks droppm out I 


but hey I don't think in boxes so I still got a lot of friends who j 
don't share my convictions all the way but there’s still that | 
punk attitude in them ;-) since it's not always easy to be an j 
older punk rocker especially with kids ;-) 

What aspects of playing in VISIONS OF WAR do you 
prefer the most? Recording and releasing records or 
touring and playing gigs? 1 

Bis, Bo Stef: Recording is quiet bomtg job to do., but at the 
end you have a product in hands., touring can be boring 
spending hours tu the van to get to the venues., but at least 
you can get urscant satisfaction so definitely it's the best part 
of being tn a band.. 

Lola: 1 here’s time for touring, there’s time for recording, 1 
personally don’t like recording but I know it's necessary for j 
the whole of us, and when it’s done. I’m generally glad about j 
the result (and feel liberated of a strong weight!). Touring is j 
I getting more and more exhausting for me, l guess because of I 
the age, it’s more amt more difficult for me to recover after a | 
hard party on tour, so I’m fine with the fact we never tour | 
I more than one week. 

I Stiv: ...Well personally I hate recordin' I guess 1 always want 1 
| to achieve something that 1 cannot do voice wise, so I d rather I 
rehearse or play live, yip nothing beats live I guess, the 
reactions good or bad get you further m the aid, it's not 
because we're a bit older we don’t wanna listen to constructive 
reactions, for those who cannot explain their criticism... piss 
I off;-) As for the touting part yip that’s blcedm' great meetm 
1 up with new friends and old friends, it's nice to see not a lot j 
of people dropped out m the end, but ytp these days smaller 
l tours are the best for us considerin' the step over to the real j 
I world ain't that hard as after 2 weeks of not getttn' enough 
sleep and molestin’ ycr brain and imestim ;-) 

I How much of an influence does alcohol play in the I 















band? Do you all drink? What about the criticism of 
there’s too much glorification of alcohol in punk? 

Lola: Alcohol has been to present in my life in general for 
years, so I think at a period it was also a big part of my 
position m the band. Today I can do a gig without boozing (it 
would have been impossible before). Yeah for sure there’s too 
much glorification of alcohol m punk, like competitions, 
stories about being drunk as fuck, but I have also my small 
part of respottsabihty. 1 used to talk so much about alcohol 
when 1 was an alcoholics myself, so it would be pretentious of 
me to deny people who do the same today. 

Stiv: ...:hm musically it’s not really an influence, but vip m 
Belgium we just have a dnnkitt' tradition, basically everywhere 
we go ;-) Mm, it's not like glorification, cause 1 believe it's a 
drug and the most dangerous one since you get it everywhere

much interest in helpin’ out. but honestly heB Pm to busy with 
fartwork, my family and other stuff I fed like totally stressed 
out to get in touch with all the labels and do the financial side 
of things ...AAAArgghh.

(singer from LAZARUS BLACKSTAR ex AFTER THE 
ALASSACRE) who took the honours for the cover together 
with Dunja (R. A.F.A.L) who did the layout for us and the i 
cover.

Stiv, tell us about your artwork? Where do you get your 
inspiration and ideas from? What bands have you w orked 
with and do bands approach you for your art or do you 
approach them? 

Stiv: ...Well 1 started doodlin' and drawing on a young age, 1 
was the hi’ silent kid nt the corner draw m' away, and since a 
few years I do some artwork for friends and bands 1 like, the 
inspiration goes from classic paintings, sculptures, even 
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pictures, but I don't pkotoshop my drawings, it's all been done 
by hand, something I'm quite proud of, but frustrates a lot I 
since when 1 fuck up or the band wants m the end something j 
else it's back to the drawing board however lately I have a 1 
close friend A me Kiilbo who helps me with puttin' my I 
drawings into onze big drawing pbotosbi >p wise, but this is j 
mcrly lay-out wise.

D-beat crust combining Scatkli D-beat mfluences of bands 
like ANTI CIMEX, TI1E SI IIITJCK1RS and early 
WOIJ’PACK with classic old school Italian punk bands like 
WRETCHED and EU’S ARSE- They formed back m 
Scjitember 1998 recording split EPs with Gf ETGAS, 
AGATHOCLKS and BEYOND DESCRIPTION.

“Distilusione” on Agipunk and are currently working on new 
songs for their forthcoming second album. Ibis interview was 
conducted with Koppa (vocals).

Can you introduce the band? How and when 
KONTATTO got together? Who plays what? 

K) KONTATTO got together in September 1998 from the 
ashes of 3 local punk bands with the following line up: 
Stuppunc: vocals; koppa: guitar and vocals; joseppe: guitar, 
Marcellone: bass; Ciccione: drums. After a couple of gigs and 
the release of the split cd r with PI I P Marcellone and 
Stuppunc left. Manone joined m soon at vocals and Joseppe 
moved to bass. After ! y ear and a half Joseppe and Ciccione 
left and we had co rebuild the band. With that line up wc 
recorded the split 7”es with AGATHOCLES, CIFTGAS. 
BEYOND DHSCRlPTION and the 3 way split tape with 
RIFIUTO and DRUNKARDS. Kotu joined die band on 
guitar, Koppa moved to drums and after a while Febo joined 
in as guitar player, so Kotu moved on bass. With that line up 
we hadn't recorded anything coz 1 was a very bad drummer, 
but we toured Czech rep. and Slovakia and played several gigs 
in Italy. Sick of being an awful drummer I wanted someone to 
replace me and Marziona (of CAMPUS STERNUM! and 
N.S.A. fame' joined m, so I could go back to my old duties 
(guitar and vocals) With this line up we recorded the 
DisillusMme TP and we played some great gigs supporting 
WOT! BRIGADE, AYSKUM, GASMASK TERROR, etc. 
Right after the recording session Kotu left and Ago pined in 
very soon. And so far we are Manone: vocals; Koppa: guitar 
and vocals; Eebo: guitar; Ago: bass; Marziona; drums. 

How did you come up with the name KONTATTO and 
what does it mean? 

K) 1 came up with that name and it basically means “contact"., 
like keepm’ in touch, but also impact”, you know... 1 wanted 
a name who sounded like very Italian 8f)es HC punk but with 


a special meaning. 

What bands have influenced KONTATTO the most? I 
know DISCHARGE and Scandi D-beat is a big influence 
but ! can also hear some classic Italian hardcore 
influences like WRETCHED and EU’S ARSE in your 
sound? 

K) The very first bands that influenced us were VARUKERS. 
DISCHARGE, WRETCHED, DISORDER and E.U'S ARSE, 
so vou definitely got it nght. Then we fall more into the 
Scandi void, so' SHTTLICKERS, AMI Cl MEN. k A AOS, 
RIISTETYT, MOB 47, DTSFEAR . But also DISRUPT, 
E.N.T., DOOM, CONFUSE, RECHARGE, R.D.P. were a 
big influence for us. With the 2 guitars we thought it was 
interesting to make something a little bit more melodic as wc 
were having fun covering one of our favourite band 
(WoUpack), but wc always wanted to keep the strong Italian 
influence very lis tenable. 

Were you happy with how the “Disillusione” LP turned 
out? How do you feel the response has been? How many 
copies were pressed? 

K) Well, Disillusione has been so far the only thing wc 
recorded in a studio, so wc were all excited about it, but also 
scarred. I was pretty satisfied at the beginning, but now 1 think 
the sound is pretty bad and I never listen to it anymore as 
even' time 1 hear those songs, 1 find mistakes,.. By the way, 
the record lias been largely appreciated every where and I'm 
realty happy about it. We pressed 1000 copies and 1 think we 
have a hundred left, so, not too bad for an Italian band... 
How did you get involved with Stiv Of War who did the 
artwork for the “Disillusioned TP? Are KONTATTO 
good friends with VISIONS OF WAR? Will Stiv be doing 
anymore artwork for KONTATTO? 

K) KONTATTO and VISIONS OF WAR are brothers!!! I 
knew Stiv like probably everyone else in Europe .. f asked 
htm for the artwork and he agreed. The idea was mine, but he 
made u H1000 times betted!! We are already working on 
something new with Stiv because he's not simply a genius 
with ink and paper, he is a brother!!!!! 

M) Wc got along really well with the guys from VISIONS 
cause they are fuckin funny and their sense of humour is as 
stupid as outs, and it’s not easy to find mates like them! 
Moreover Bis (one of the 2 guitar players) is Italian too, even 
if he lives in Belgium, so the connection is even stronger. 



I Your working on new songs for a second album. How’s 
1 that going? What can wc expect from the new songs? 

K) Yes, we are working on new material We already have 5 
I songs and we are writing odicr 5 songs and a cover. The new 
scuff will be more nr less like Disillusione; mainly D beat, I 
I some melody here and there, a couple of tupa tupa tracks and 
I lyrics m Italian. 

I How do you go about writing the songs? Do all the I 
I members contribute to the song writing? How docs it j 
I work? 

I K) 1 wrote most of the lyrics and music so far. but now , with I 
I this new stable line up, Febo and Ago are doing much more 
I than I can do, so it's great for me to see such a team spint in I 
the baud! 

What about the lyrics? I thought the lyrics and I 
explanations on the “Disillusione” album w r ere fucking 
great and very well written. Who writes the lyrics and 
explanations and where does the inspiration come from? 
K) As I said before 1 wrote most of the lyrics (everydimg in 
Disillusion? has been written by myself besides “Euhrer di 
Cnsto” which is Febo's lyrics). T hey come from daily life, you

Some members also play in CAMPUS STERMINII and I 
GIUDA . How do you handle priority issues between the 
bands and how is' CAMPUS STERMINII and GIUDA | 
different to KONTATTO?

K) VXc used to be totally into politics, then, more or less, I 
everyone kinds left the very political scene because of too 
many bullshits and narrow minded people Sorry, but 1 can’t 
waste my time tn anarchist centre* were 19 years old kids treat I 
me like a capitalist because 1 nin a label while their fathers are 
filling their wallets.. I've been listening to people saying that 
vve liave to go out and kill all the cops... Well, nice, but in a 
dream maybe, not tn this reality .. We all share very similar 
thoughts because we are more or less the same ages and 
started living the shit together, so we all had the same 
experiences. Once l was labelling myself anarchist; now my 
ideas are* still anarchy related (and my life too, since 1 don't 
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vote, don’t believ e tn parlies, I boycott certain companies etc), 
but I don't catty any flag anymore. I’d rather call myself | 
disillusioned I run a squat in Bologna with a Feminist and a 
Gay collective. That’s all I do. 

M) Beside ups and downs, 1 was more politically active in the 
past but I’ve never labelled myself anarchist as I knew I was 
not totally coherent with it, and 1 could never be Nvas more 
actively participating the political scene in the past but once 
near to it’s core I found out 1 really didn’t like it and the 
people involved: too stressed about it, too narrow minded (as 
Koppa said; and too much “Christian" about going to 
meetings, thmkmg m a certain way, doing the “right things, 
having the proper “curriculum” etc. Sometimes it seemed to 
me that if you haven’t been in fail once at least you didn’t even 
deserve to jom them. I started then taking distances from 
“groups” keeping doing things on my own. I cry now to keep 
few political issues alive, trying to be coherent with them, J 
rather than doing every thing over the top tor few years ami 
then giving k up m gist a second as many many activists did. 

F) Growing older we I save hist some hope and therefore 
energies to spend in politics. Our former bass player Kotu left 
the band since he needed more time to spend m political 
activities- We support his choice, but we, as a band, arc more 
into the musk, 1 reckon. 

A) I can say I'm into politics, but not totally. There are a 
couple of squats half an hour from mv house and Fm «i touch 
with the people who live there and 1 often help them; j 
sometimes I go to demos, or political meetings, debates and 
stuff.

Is there many squats 
or DIY spaces for bands to play? 

K) We don’t really play that much in Italy anymore We’d 
rather go abroad, we like it better Well, usually we play 4 or 5 
| gigs per year in Italy, usually supporting good bands we like or 
unknown bands no one would go to see otherwise We are 
pretty popular here as wc are one of die oldest bands m Italy I 
and one of the most active. We only play squats, social centres | 
and d. 2 ,y. clubs. There are not many places like tins m Italy, so, 
once you’ve played m Rome. Milan. Florence, Bologna, | 
Modena. Corona and Torino, well, you've played *ctn all - - 
How was touring the USA? How many dates did you | 
plav? What bands did you get to play with? 

K) It las been unbelievable!!! 1 thought we were going there I 
just to have some fun and losing money, but we actually hail a 
shitload of fun and we made it to pay the driver and our 
flights back with the merch money! We played IS gigs with no 
days off with some fucking great bands like MORNT., M \N 
THE CONVEYORS, NHRYTSKADE, BOUND ENEMY 
USES, PERDITION, ATAKKE, AGHAST, PARASYOC, 
IHl SKI DS, KILLIN’ IT, T1ERRA Pi NAD1E, 
DETON A l l .. U1SSYSTRMA, ABSURD SYSTEM, 
l IJERTESTOP etc etc. We all wanna thanx Matt Sachs from 
Vex Records/BEHIND ENEMA* LINES for netting up that 
great tour for us ami driving for us. 

M) It was fuckin’ awesome, t had the time of my life more 
than the otlier tours I did in the past. I was charged by the 
energy of those kids supporting us hard in those small sweaty 
basements I love...it was great. I’m ready to fly over there 
tomorrow if asked ahaha. 

F) And also a big tliank to everyone else who hosted us, fed I 


us, got drunk and hung out with us, and generally made it all 
possible! 

A) It was totally crazy, I still can't believe we did it!! I think it | 
] has been a great experience, both personally and for the band, 

| we had a lot of fun, we met great people and always were in a 
I great mood, and we ail felt in love for basement shows 
How does touring a country like the USA compare with 
touring and playing gigs in Italy? 

K) 11m, you can’t compare it... First of all every city 
| fucking far from the next one in the States, so you have an I 
average of 7 hours driving per day. It’s like playing the top of I 
j Italy and, the day after, the very bottom... Then, as I sax! 

before, every crusty punk know about us in Italy, so we are 
I pretty spoiled here and always have big audiences, but, m the I 
j states no one know us and having almost every night crazy 
j audiences made us extremely happy and positive! Also in Italy | 
(and Europe) we are used to play and have beers for free, 
sleeping places, dinner ami breakfast guarantee, but m the I 
states is not like that (although in this tour it was more or less 
always very similar to Europe) so you have to face up to it. 
Another big difference is that when a foreign band come to j 
I play in Italy for 2 or 3 shows, people move from their areas 
to go to see the gig, while in the states you can only get that 
sjxxific city’s scene your playmg m. But in the states the kids 
support the tuunug bands much better than we do in Italy. 
The punks there buy always a lot of stuff and give donations j 
to the bands, while tn Italy too often people complain about 
the price of the entrance (although it's always cheaper than 51 
even if the bands are called TRAGEDY or 
YXOLFBRIGADEL 

M) ft is different and both countries have positive or negative 
sides. I personally don’t care so much about food and sleeping 
places when you play kick ass show's with amazing audiences 
like we found. 

F) 1 wish to add that the American kids are real party-freaks! 
They love to drtnk and party till late night more than the 
Europeans do. It may be a little tiresome when you are on 
j tour, but you have lots of fun there! 

You recently played Scumfcst in Ion don? How did that 
go? What did you think of the UK? Any plans for a full 
KONTATTO UK tour? 

K) Yes, we played Scumfcst m June. NX ell, we didn't play very I 
well that night because someone m the band was drunk as 
fuck and die crowd didn’t put me in a good mood, but we 
really appreciate that our friends from Brixton Scum invited 
us and took care of us! I used to live m London and the scene 
is pretty strange there. I’ve same crazy popular bauds playing 
m front of 50 people while ui Italy they could have had 
100/500 people m from of them. And I can’t really judge the I 
j U K because I’ve only been to lomlmi (which is a mix of 
I countries if you let me I’ve never been to Bradford or | 
Bristol and we don't really have plans to come there, but we 
I will for sure before or later. Maybe we’ll come with CAMPUS j 
STERMINI1 first, 

1 M) I used to live there with Koppa for one year and as I knew j 
j it. I love Guidon and all die Bnxton scum crew that every 
I year put the Scumfcst together. Hus year we played shit, I was 
I sick, our mood was not the best plus the collective had some 
I troubles in finding a place for the venue. Beside this all was 
I well organised as alw ays and it's always a great pleasure to go 
j back there 

I F) The U K. is a very fascmatuig country, and, of course, it 
I gave birth to many of the best bands ever. Unluckily, besides 
| London, I've never been there- It would be great to come and 
set* How is the scene nowadays up there!
